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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because (1) in figs. 1 , 5 and 6, the dashed line within the 
corner section closest to the viewer is unclear since, as disclosed, a score line is not present at the 
top of the corner section, (2) in fig. 5, a score line (c) is missing in panel section 43 and (3) in fig. 
6, the score line in panel 43 is shown as a cut line (solid line). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 2-7 and 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The following are each a double inclusion of an element insofar as the element is being 
reintroduced into the claims: claim 2, "two cut sections of the third longitudinal row", claim 3, 
"two other cut sections of the third longitudinal row", claim 4, "third longitudinal row" and 
claim 9, lines 17, 18, 22 and 23, "two cut sections of the third longitudinal row" and "two other 
cut sections of the third longitudinal row". 

In claim 3, "the five scored portions" is unclear insofar as claim 2 defines five scored 
portions on each of the two cut sections, i.e. which of the two sets of five scored portions is being 
referred to? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Clark. Clark 
discloses a blank (fig. 1) including three longitudinal rows with the first row capable of forming 
bottom flaps, the second row capable of forming outer walls and the third row (sections 48, 50, 
56, 58) capable of forming octagon inner walls when the four sections are folded over and 
secured approximately parallel to the second longitudinal row. It is noted that the sections 56, 58 
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are considered capable of being folded inwardly against the panels 24, 28 prior to folding the 
sections 48, 50 even though the disclosure in Clark sets forth a different manner of formation. 
For this reason, no distinction is seen between the claimed blank and that shown in Clark as a 
result of the claimed intended use of the blank. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Clark in view of 
either Mulroy or Cohen et al. Clark discloses all structure of the claimed blank except formation 
of the four cut sections of the first row such that they can interlock with one another. Each of 
Mulroy and Cohen et al teaches that it is known to make the bottom flaps of a box with a 
configuration such that they can interlock when erected. It would have been obvious to make the 
bottom flaps in the blank of Clark with a configuration whereby the flaps can be interlocked 
when erected as taught by either Mulroy or Cohen et al to allow disengagement of the flaps for 
collapse of the box after use and to eliminate the use of glue in forming the bottom. Interlocking 
bottom flaps in a box are well known in this art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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8. Claims 9-12 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
